Los Angeles two years ago. This motor 
| has became the model for nearly all the 
others now springing up. It is not a 
perfect motor yet, but it has attained a 
degree of perfection which enablea tbe 
owners to insure good wjrk with it. Its 
cost also is so reasonable that it is not 
likely to limit its use to particular lines. 
For individual farms of ten to 100 acres 
it is eminently suited, either for pump, 
ing purposes or for generating electricity 
for lighting and power. For mines and 
general pumping stations it is equally 
well adapted. 


The huge disk of glass which serves as 


the heat rtfljctor of the sun's rays loots 
like a huge inverted Inrnp. It ia 33 feet 
in diameter at the top and 16 feet at tl.e 
bottom. The inside of this huge disk is 
made of glass, but not in large plate?. 
Thete are 1788 pieces of glass, all ar- 
ranged at such angles that tbe sun's 
rays will be directly focused upon tbe 
boiler. The arrangeat eat of thesu indi- 
vidual pieces of glass s ingenious, and 
much of the success of .the experiment is 
due to this. E ich glass is practically a 
mirror, which follows the sun anil re- 
flects tbe rays at one central point 
throughout tbe day.

The ordinary expenditures of the Jap- 


anese Government this jear are esti- 
mated at $88,54a 000, while extraordi 
nary expenditures are placed at J32.000 -

A complete reorganization of rural free 
de,very service will have been effected 
Jo y Land the aervice from that date 
will be, it is expected by the projector, 
superior to anything heretofore at- 
tfmped in mail delivery in any country. 


At present there Ere eight divisions in- 


corporaled iu the rnra! free delivery ser- 
vice, but July 1 they will be reduced to 
sr, additional inspectors will be em- 
ployed, the pay of carriers will be in- 
creased and the new regulations gener- 
ally become effective. 


There will be dfx division inapectors 


having a corptof "•" iirar IIMHI Irr 
men, who have been-.SSwf S?,^^ 
inspectors and special agents. Tbeae 
men have been employed to Inspect 
proposed routes aud report on their 
desirability and there were 24 less than 
there will be after July 1. They will be 
all known .-H rural agents.

Under the new law carriers will not be 


permitted to act aa agtnla for news- 
papers or any other class of business and 
all papers destined for persons on routes 
must bear the name of tbe person to 
whom they are to be delivered, tbe car- 
riers not being otherwise permittei to 
deliver them. Favors for persons along 
the routes may be done to a limited ex- 
tent and when not interfering with tbe 
work of tbe route, but the department 
will see that the law is rigidly enforced. 


The appropriation for the rural free 


delivery service for the com Ing year is 
$20,773,700, but this sum will not enable 
the department to create as many new 
routes as was possible last year. The 
reason for this is that 97 per cent, of the 
appropriation will be used to pay salaries 
of carriers under the increased rate of 
pay. It ia expected, however, that with 
the new order of things it will be possible 
to establish routes at tbe rate of about 
600 a month after tbe first of July. At 
this rate the entire appropriation will ba 
•speuded by the time congress meets in 
December and another emergency appro- 
priation will be asked to carry tbe work 
through to tbe end of Ibe fiscal year.

Evarything was a success except 
the >«iu. The crowd was great, simply 
immense, at least thirty-thousand people. 
Tbe finest parade that ever marched our 
streets on Decoration 
Day. 
President 


Roosevelt wae on hand. There was a 
grand prayer from Dr. Hale, and a great 
orution from tbe President. Everything 
was great, even the sights with the back- 
ground of rain. 


The day opened clear and every presage 


was good. Adequate preparations had 
been made. York and Cbambersbnrg 
streets had been roped for one square 
each and Baltimore for two squares, and 
the advantage of this was clearly appar. 
ent when the parade moved. Over the 
town at various points were neat barrels 
of ice water and that these were appreoi- 
ated was shown by the crowds around 
them ah day long. Tbe streets were 
clean and had been sprinkled and every- 
thing was in readiness. 


The crowd began to come in early from 


the country, the roads in every direction 
being thronged with conveyances filled 
with people. The railroads did a tre- 
mendons one uay business. There were 
eleven excursions on the Western Mary- 
land and five on the Reading, nearly 175 
coaches, and a fair estimate of tboaa com- 
iug by rail would reach nearly $15,000. 
Adding those who came by conveyances, 
the artillery, cavalry and our own people, 
tally 30,000 were gathered together in this 
borough. 


The President's train arrived at half- 


past eight in the morning aud 
was 


stopped west of town near Reynold's 
avenue, where tbe party alighted, the ar- 
tillery firing a President's salute. Qjite 
a crowd had gathered there. The Presi- 
dential party was met by Governor Penny- 
packer and Dr. E. J. Wolf and others and 
proceeded from this point over tbe battle- 
field.

Manila Bay, at Santiago and San Jnan 
Hill, the beaming of a new light at Ha- 
waii and in the far Philippines, the junc- 
tion of tbe two mighty oceans and the 
near disappearance of English control of 
the commerce of the worid. 


The Presidental office is en great a eta- 


tion among men that those who fill it are 
not to be regarded as personalities. Their 
individuality is lost in its immensity. 
They become tbe manifestations ol cer- 
tain impulses and stages of development 
of the national life. Jackson represented its 
rough, ancutb and undisciplined strength. 
Lincoln looms up above all other Ameri- 
cana bearing the burden of woe and suffer 
ing which late laid upon his broad 
shoulders in its time of stress and trial. 
Blessed be his memory forever more. No 
people can look forward to the fulfillment 
ol euch a destiny as events aeem to outline 
(or OB aave one alert and eager with the 
enthusiasm and tigor of youth. No other 
President has so stood for that whioh 
after all typifies onr life, the sweep of tbe 
winds over broad prairies, the enow cap- 
ped mountains and the rushing rivers, the 
S qnoia trees, the exuberance of youth 
conscious of red blood, energy and power 
painting our bow of promise as does Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. He has hunted in onr 
wojds, he has enriched onr literature, he 
baa ridden In the face of the enemy, he 
has maintained our ideals. Upon thie day 
devoted to tbe memories of the heroic 
dead—in Pennsylvania, a sad Decoration 
Day—the achievements of the prolific 
past and the promise of the teeming future 
confront each other. Today for the iirat 
time Theodore Roosevelt treads tbe fiaid 
made immortal bv the sword of George 
Gordon Meade and hollowed by the prose 
dirge of Abraham Lincoln. 


President s Oration. 


As the President arose to apeak the rain 


began to fall more copiously and turning 
first to the presiding officer o! the day he 
apoke: 


Governor" then to the people ''And 


you my fellow citizens (Put on yonr hats) 
It is indeed a pleasure to greet you today. 
In greeting all I greet above all the men 
who fought thia battle and made it pos- 
sible for us to be here today. I waa ex- 
ceedingly pleased to see the children, as I 
believe in children (laughter) I behove 
the American to be good stock and I want 
it to be kept up in quality and quanity. 
It ia appropriate at thia time to recall the 
fact that when the term of the regiment, 
to which Matthew Stanley Quay belonged 
expired before the battle of Fredericks- 
burg he refused to accept the discharge 
and fought as a volunteer at Fredericks- 
burg and woo that day bis medal of 
honor. 


The place where we now are has won 


a double distinction. Hero was fought 
one of the great battles of all time, and 
here was spoken one of the few speeches 
which shall last through the ages. As 
long as this Republic endures or its his 
tory is known, so long shall the memory 
of the Battle 
of Gettysburg likewise 


endure and be kr,L>wn ; and ae long aa 
the English to.i -<ia if understood, so long 
ahall Abraha- 
Lincoln,s Gettysburg 


speech thrill tbe hearts of mankind. 


The civil war was a great wai- for 


righteousness ; a war waged for the node'; 
ideals, but waged also iu thoroughgoing 
practical fashion. It was one of the few 
wars which mean, in their successful out- 
come, a lift toward better things lor the 
nations of mankind. Some wars have 
meant the triumph of order over anarchy

Gtltysliurij 2\i. 


Dear Sir: As your business is to get 


people into and out of trouble, suppose 
you consider their paint ; it makes 'em 
almost as much trouble as money, except 
of course matrimony.

President's salute of twenty-one guns from 
East Cemetery Hill. In the cemetery the 
G. A. Band played a dirge, followed by 
the ceremony of the G. A. R. Then the 
old soldiers and children strewed the 
graves while the Marine Band played. 


The route from the Diamond to the 


Cemetery was a great ovation for President 
Roosevelt, cheers greeted him at every 
point and with lifted bat first to one side 
and then the oth«r he acknowledged tbe 
welcome given him to Gettysburg. When 
he reached tbe cemetery and passed 
through the lines of children they pelted 
him wijh flowers and this seemed to fit- 
tingly climax the ovation given him and 
greatly pleased the President. 


Al the Rostrum. 


At the rostrum was gathered the great- 


est crowd that ever listened to a speech 
here. At least ten thousand people were 
there, a perfect sea ol faces in a great half 
circle in front of the President's stand. 


The Marine Band opened the program 


by playing the "Star Spangled Banner," 
everyone following the President's ex- 
ample of arising and standing until music 
was completed. Then Dr. Edward Ever- 
ett Hale in a clear ringing voice h'eard to 
the limit of the crowd made one of the 
most magnificent prayers ever uttered on 
this field. 


"Almighty God, our Father, we ask 


Thee for eyerything. 
We thank Thee for 


everything. The memories of the past, 
the hopes of the future. We pray for 
courage to our soldiers, wisdom to our 
rulere and constancy to our people, whose 
God is the Lord. We pray for the Union 
that tbey with us and we with them may 
be perfected into one. We pray for peace 
for all na&iona, for men and women bear- 
ing each others burdens and making one 
cation." 


Then calling upon the assembly, :n a 


most impressive way, from thousands of 
throats the Lord's Prayer was repeated. 


The Indian Band played "Nearer My 


God to Thee," after which Dr. E. J. Wolf 
introduced Governor Fennypacker to pre- 
side over tbe ceremonies of tbe day. 
The 


Governor aaid : 
COMBADSS, LADIES AND G. 


and licentiousness masquerading ae lib- 
erty ; some wara have meant the triumph 
ol liberty over tyranny masquerading as 
order; but this victoroua war of ours 
meant the triumph of both liberty and 
order, the triumph of orderly liberty, the 
beatonal of civil rights npon tbe freed 
ulaves, and at the same time tbe stern 
insistence on the supremacy of the national 
law throughout tbe length and breadth of 
the land. Moreover, thia" was one of those 
rare conti'<ta in which it was to the 
immeasurable interest of the vanquished 
that they should lose, while at tbe same 
time the victors acquired the precioua 
prviilege of transmitting to those who 
came after them, ae a bsritaga of honor 
forever, not only the memory of their 
own valiant deeds, but the memory o! 
the deeds, of those]who, no less valiantly 
and with equal sincerity of purpose, 
fought against tbe stars in their courses. 
The war left to us all, as fellow-oountry- 
men, as brother;, the right to rejoice that 
tbe Union has been restored in indestruc- 
tible ahape in a country where slavery no 
longer mocks the boast of freedom, and 
also the right to rejoice with exultant 
pride in the courage, tbe self-sacrifice, 
and the devotion, alike of the men who 
wore the blae and the men who wore 
the gray. 


He is but a poor American who, look- 


ing at this field, does not feel within him- 
self a deeper reverence for the nation's 
paat and a higher porpose to make tbe 
nation's future rise level to her paat. Here 
fought tbe chosen sons of tbe North and 
tbe South, the East and tbe West, Tbe 
armies which on thio field contended for 
tbe mastery were veteian armies, hardened 
by long campaigning and desperate fight- 
ing into such instruments ol war as no 
other nation then possessed. The sever- 
ity of the fighting IB attested by the pro- 
portionate loaa—a loss unrivaled in any 
battle of similar size since the close of tbe 
Napoleonic struggles; a lose which in 
certain regiments wae from three-fourths 
to four filths of the men engaged. Every 
spot on tbia field has ita own associations 
of soldierly duty nobly done, ol supreme 
self sacrifice freely rendered. The names 
of the chiefs who served in the two 
armies form a long honor roll; and the 
enlisted men -vere worthy, and even 
more than worthy, of those who led 
them Every acre of this ground has its 
own associations. 
We see where the 


fight thundered through a-jd around the 
village ol Gettysburg ; where the artillery 
formed on the ridges ; where tbe cavalry 
fought; where tbe hills were attached 
and defended ; and where, finally, the 


ered fit to enjoy liberty must show that 
they know how to use It with moderation 
and justice in peace, and how to fight for 
it when it ie jeoparded by malice domestic 
or foreign levy. 


Tbe lessons they taught us are lesaone u 


applicable in our everyday lives DOW aa in 
the rare times of great stress. Tbe men 
who made tbia field forever memorable 
did so because they combined the power 
of fealty to a lofty ideal with the power ol 
showing that fealty in a h«rd, practical, 
common-sense fashion. 
They stood lor 


the life of effort, not the life of ease. 
They had that love of country, that love 
of justice, that love ol their fellow-men, 
without which power and resourceful 
efficiency bnt make a man a danger to his 
fellowB. Yet, in addition thereto, tbey 
likewiee possessed tbe power and the effi- 
ciency ; for otherwise their high purpose 
wonld have been barren of result. They 
knew each bow to act lor himself, and yet 
each how to act with hia fellows. They 
learned, ae all the generatione of the oivil 
war learned, that rare indeed ie the chance 
to do anything worth doing by one sudiien 
and violent effort. Tbe men who belie rod 
that the civil war would end in ninety 
days, the men who cried londest "On to 
Richmond," if they had tbe right staff in 
them speedily learned their error; and tbe 
war waa actually won by those wbo Bet- 
tied themselves steadfastly down to fight 
for three years, or for aa much longer as 
the war might last, and who gradually 
grew to understand that .the triumph 
would come, not by a single brilliant vic- 
tory, but by a hundred painful and tedioua 
campaigns. In the East and the West the 
columne advanced and recoiled, swayed 
from side to side, and again advanced; 
along the coast the black ships stood end- 
lessly off and on before the hostile forts; 
generals and admirals emerged into the 
light, each to lace bis crowded boar ol 
successor failure ; tbe men in front fought; 
tbe men behind supplied and pushed for- 
ward those in front; and the final victory 
waa due to the deeds of all who played 
their parts welt and manfully, in tbe scores 
of battles, in the countless skirmishes, in 
maicb, in camp, or in reserve, aa commis- 
sioned officers, or in the racks—wherever 
and whenever dnty called them. Just no 
it must be for us in oivil life. We can 
make and keep this country worthy of tbe 
men wbo gave their lives to save it, only 
on condition that the average man among 
us on tbe whole does his duty bravely, 
loyally, and with common sense, in what- 
ever position life allots to him. Exactly 
aa in time of war courage is the cardinal 
virtue of the uoldier so in time of peace, 
honesty, ncing the word in ita deepest and 
broadest significance, is the essential basic 
virtue without whioh ail else availa noth- 
ing. National greatness ie of slow growth. 
It cannot be forced and yet be stable and 
enduring; for it is based fundamentally 
upon national character, and national 
character is stamped deep in a people by 
be lives of many generations. 
The men 


who went into the Army had to submit to 
discipline, bad to anbmit to restraint 
broDgh tbe government o! tbe leaders 
bey had chosen, as tbe price of winning. 
So we, th people, can preserve our liberty 
and our greatt -Be iu time of peace only by 
ourselves exercising tbe virtues of honesty, 
of self-rtatraint, and of fair dealing be- 
tween man and man. In all tbe »ges of 
the past men hare seen countries lose

The battle ot Gettysburg, momentous 


in its exhibition of military force and 


great charge surged up the elope only to 
break on the sammit in the bloody spray 
of gallant failure. 


But the soldiers who won at Gettys- 


burg, the soldiers who fought to a finish 
the civil war and thereby made tbeir 
countrymen forever tbeir debtors, have 
leit us far more even thi.n the memories ol 
the war itself. They fought for four years 
in order that on this continent those who 
came after them, their children and their 
children's children, might enjoy a lasting 
peace. They took arms not to distroy, 
but to save liberty ; not lo overthrow, but 
to establish tbe supremacy of tbe law. 
The crisis which tbey faced was to deter- 
mine whether or not this people was fit 


their libertj, because tbeir people conld 
not restrain and order themselves, and 
therefor forfeited the right to what they 
were unable to use with wisdom. 


It was because you men of the civil war 


both knew how to nee liberty temperately 
and how to defend it at need that we and 
our children and our children's children 
shall bold you in honor forever. Here, on 
Memorial Day, on this great battlefield, we 
commemo**ate not only the chiefs wb~> ac- 
tually won this battle ; not only SJeade, 
and bis lieutenants, Hancock and Rey- 
nolds and Howard and Sickles, and thu 
many others whose names flame in our 
ancals; bnt aleo tbe chiefs who hod made 
the Army of the Potomac what it was and 
those who afterwards led it in tbe cam- 
paigns which were crowned at Appomat- 
tox; and furthermore those who made 
and used its sister armies: McClellan, with 
his extraordinary genius for organization ; 
Rosecrani; Buell; Thomas, tbe unyield- 
ing, 
the steadfast; and that great trio, 


Sherman, Sheridan, and last and greatest 
of all, Grant himself, the silent soldier 
whose hammer-like blows finally beat 
down even the prowess of the men who 
fought against him. Above all we meet here 
to pay homage to the officers and enlisted 
men who served and fought and died, 
without having, aa their chiefs bad, the 
chance to write tbeir names on the tablets 
of fame ; to the men who marched and 
fought in the ranks, who were buried in 
long trenches on the field of battle, wbo 
died in cots marked only by numbers in 
tbe hospitals; who, if tbey lived, when 
the war was over, went baok each to bis 
task on the farm or in the town, to do bis 
dnty in peace as he had done it in war; to 
take up the threads of his working life 
where he bad dropped them when tbe 
trumpets of the nation pealed to arms. 
To-day, all over this land oar people meet 
to pay reverent homage to the dead who 
died that the nation might live; and we 
pay homage also to tbeir comrades who 
are still with us. 


All are at one now, tbe sons of those 


who wore the bine and tha sons of those 
who wore the gray, and all oan unite in 
paying respect to the memory of those wbo 
fell, each of them giving his life lor bia 
dnty as ha saw it; and all should be at 
one in learning from tbe deaths of these 
men how to live usefully while the times

Alas for the futility of the ex- 
pectations of men 1 The Lord who holds 
the people in the noHow of bis hand, and 
who since tbe dawn of history hae taken 
them up by turns in the search for one fit 
for broad dominion, did not forsake ns. 
The extraordinary powers erercioed lor 
the maintenance of the national life in 
that dire time ol war became fixed as the 
principles of the national government 
The flame of strife but tested tte virtue of 
the metal. Tbe blows intended to die- 
sever only welded the sovereignties to- 
gether morejjrmly, lor future wic'er ef- 
fort. The nation as it exists tally arose 
when Pickett failed to drive the Philadel- 
phia Brigade from thegtone wall on Ceme- 
tery Hill. A Seer sitting on that dread 
day upon the crests of Big Round Top 


for self-governmeni and therefore fit for 
liberty. Freedom ie not a gilt which can 
be enjoyed aave by those who show them- 
selves worthy of it. In thia world no 
privilege can be permanently appropriated 
by men who have not the power and the 
will successfully to assume the responsi- 
bility of using it aright. In bis recent ad- 
mirable httla volume on freedom and re- 
sponsibility in democratic government, 
President Had!>9y oi Yale has pointed out 
that the freedom which ifl worth anything 
ia the freedom which means self-govern- 
ment and not anarchy. Freedom thus 
conceived is a constructive force, which 
enables an intelligent and good man to do 
better things than he could do without it; 
which .a in its essence the substitution of 
self-restraint lor external restraint—the 
Bubstitntion ol a form of restraint which 
promotes progress for the form which re. 
tards it. This is tbe right view of free, 
dom; but it can only be taken if there is 
a full recognition of the close connection 
between liberty and responsibility in every 
domain of human thought. It was essen- 
tially the view taken by Abraham Lincoln, 
and by all those wbo, when the civil war 
broke out, realized (bat in a sell-governing 
democracy those wbo deeire to be oonsid- 


the ultimate proof of loyalty. 


At the close of the President's address
